The Lord bond robbery, which created so
much excitement at the time of its commission,
fur months past has almost been forgotien by
the public; %ut yesterday a new phase in the
allair occurred, which will no doubt be the
cause of cons'derable comment in cerlain
circles for some time to come, It appears that
during the past year Deteclive Eldes and Cap-
tzin Jourdan scoured portions of New Hamp-
shire, Rhode lsland, Mussachuselts, Pennsylva-
nis, Mulne, and Canada to ferret oul the where-
abouts of petsons connected with the rob-
bery, and they succeeded in their senrchings
in arrestivg  Chorles  Pelleneill, Charles
Howard, John Siewart, W. A. Babcock, aud
Jobn Lynch, and recavering $300,000 worth of
the bonds stolen.
